THE JAPANESE SOLDIER. 
The special correspondent of the Daily 


Graphic in the conrse of a letter to his journal | 


on-the Yalu fight says:—The poliey of secrecy 
pursued by the Japanese anthorities does not 
permit of numbers’ being given to the world, 
The strength of divisions, brigades, battalions 
is nover disclosed, The actual number of men 
ander General Karoki's command cannot, there- 
fore, be obtained, and, on a wide front, under all 
the conditions of modern warfare, it is impossible 
to estimdte it. Therefore I can only indulge in 
generalitios ; but I should say that a modorate 
estimate of the fighting strength of this wonder- 
ful army is 50,000 men, I never saw such 
soldiers, They ure, intependent, intelligent. 
self-reliant. ‘Thoy.are warriors born and bred, 
Thoy can do everything for themselves, and do 
it willingly. They “carry on” all the day and 
half the night, and doit “atthe rap.” .I am 
loxt in astonishment at snd admiration of them. 
Tho civilian: Japanese does not appeal to me. 
"Xn fact I have no love for him. But the soldier 
| isthe cheeriest, hardest fighting, longest march- 
ing, all the timo at it * bon diable” I have ever 
seen: Ho is the handiest man I have ever come 
across, He can rig up somo sort of device to 
meet any emergency. His boots give out; he 
-| can make a pair of serviceable sandals in ten 
minutes from the grass and cane stalks all 
arounds He is hangty ; he can find the whore- 
withiul to satisfy himself in dozexs of unlooked- 
for places. He camps where he: halts, and is 
comfortable before you can say “ Knife,” One 
of the most noticeable things about the army is 
the absence of unnecessary. noise. I have not 
heard a bugle or band, drum, whistle, or fife 
since I got to the front. No sonorous shouts of 
officers, sub-officers, and non-coms, echo down 
the ranks and squadrons, All in done quietly, 
Quietness and scerecy mark every movement, 
action, decd. or thought. This is os it should 
be in war; but when the time comes for tho 
noise to begin the Japanose aro not hehindhand. 
HEROIGM OF RUSSIAN TROOPS. 

The Rueskoye Slovo publishod lust month the 
following telegram from Liaoyang :— 

“When the Japanese, after having turned 
our right flank at Telissu, pressed upon the 
weury Russian troops who were fulling back, 
General Samsonoff, the commander of the 
rearguard, ordered » battalion of the Tobolsk 
regiment to advance for the purpose of checking 
the Japanese pursuit. Another battalion of the 
regiment also advanced, and ‘the remaining 
battalions were hurried up by train. As soon 
as the train reached the scene of the fighting 
the troops rushed from the carriages und 
hurried into the firing line with all speed. Tha 
enemy's turning movement was thus arrested. 
We had to lament the death of Lieut.-Colonel 
Aboubalaradze, the hero of this fight. ‘The | 
behaviour of the doctors and ambulance atten, 
dgnts, who remained the whole time under fire, 
was no less admirablo than- that of ‘the soldiers, 
On the left wing our men, without waiting for 
instructions, had already driven tho onemy from 
their trenches, when the order came to retire. 
They obeyed most unwillingly. The Japanese, 
advancing immediately, seized our trenches and 
began to shell our retreating men with machine 
gans, : 

“The hardships of the retreat were terrible. 
Our men had to spend sevoral nights in the 
open, lying on the bare ground, which heavy 
rains had rendored sodden. Many of them had 
no overcoats, having abandoned them in the 
trenches. Nevertheless, worn-out and famish- 
ing as they were after two days of hard fighting, 
these heroes retired in good order. Not a mur- 
mor passed their lips. Their cnly grievance 
was that our inferiority in artillery had mace 
the day go against them. Many men who wére 
wounded in the first day's fighting. not only 
refused to leave the ranks, but would not go to 
the ambulance station to have their «wounds 
dressed, * The doctors,’ they said, ‘have enough 
to do without us.” 

“Goneral ‘Samsonoff, a cool and intropid 
leader, qualities which hare wor him the affec- 
tions of the soldiers, commande tw cavalry and 
the rearguard. 

“The Japanese artillery have the advantage 
over us in the quickness with which they find the 


range. Sines their war with China the Japan- | 


se have made a minute study of this country. 
“They “have measured all the distances and 
know every fold of the ground, and hence can 
be certain of their aim from the beginning of. 
fight. All the positions have been divided by 
them into squares,so that they can shel! the 
exact section where the enemy are located. 
Their batteries are so skilfully masked that 
they caunot be detected; and, in fact, in the 
! battle of the 15th of June the position of three 
| of their batteries could not he ascertained. They 


appear to be inacceasibic, These mon are fol- 
lowed by others who scramble down the moun- 
tain side ond appear whore they are loast 
e&pectod. No stage of the fight is missed by 
them, for their batteries. are connected by tele- 
phone and wireless telezraphy.” 

1 KUROKI FRENCH ? 

Several French soldiers, survivors of the 
Chinese expedition of 1856, are responsible for 
tlie statement that Gen: Kuroki, the redoubtable 
Japanese Coramander in Manchuria, is in 
reality half French. His namo, they say, is 
properly spelled Curique. According .to tho 
story of these soldiers, a Fronch officer, Capt. 
Corigne, while sorving in China in 1856, 
married a Japanese girl. A son was born to 
thom, who was given uf Jopanese name Kuroki, 
corresponding to the French Curiquo, ‘This 
son is Gen: Kuroki. Capt. Curique died last 
year in France, Until the last, according to: 
the story, which is taken from the New York 
Tribune, ho corrosponded with the son, who has 
sinco beeome famous. [This is a typical flight 
of American imagination. There is, of course, 
no foundation for the charming little romanco.]

Physicat Training for Children, by Japiiese 
Methods. By H. Irvine Hancock. New 
York and London: G. P. Putnam's Sons. 


Tuis bork cannot faithfully be described ax 
what it purports to.be. If dancing cannot be 
learned from written instructions, jiu-jilse ia 
even more jmpossible. But o careful examina- 
tion of the oxercites described herein discovers 
the fact thot there is a very little finpiten 
about them, ‘he author has evidently seen 
something of that Japanese art, as wo gather 
on coming te Chapter VIET. and its auccessors.' 
Prior to these, wo findsimply alot of varintions of 
kindergarten calisthenics, for which the author 
need not have travelled so for as Japan. Few 
of tho variations can bo-rogarded in the light 
of improvements, and we do not think it 
probsble that the author will live to seo this‘ 
book used as “a Manoal in Schools and af 
Home.” The introduction contains an attempt, 
at cloner indication of the pronunciation of 
Jjiu-jitsu, which was quite o wasted effort. That. 
spelling is quite as phonstio ox the author's 
“ jow-jitss,” for, as a matter of fret,’ the last. 
sound is more than a mere hiss, The “au” is

they make no bones .abont, if the chance 
be offered. In spito of his admission that 
“argo volumes have beon written that have 
heen devoted wholly-to descriptions of. the evil 


fects of alcohol,” Mr. Hancock has thought it 


necessary to devote five pages to a typical 
teetotal lecture—one of the facile and * cheap” 
order—and three pages to an anti-tobacco 


tirade that could easily have been muclt ‘ 


more ably done.. He crodits that old “gag” 
about pigs not using. tobacco to his “native 
guide” in Tokyo. Mr. Hancock needs guidance 
in many ways. He saya (in this hook on 
“ Physical Training for Children ") that “ many 
‘of the older statesmen of Japan are beginning 
already to concern themselves as to how the 
threatened tobacco evil may be curbed in their 
country.” That is why, no doubt, they have 
concerned themselves to institute. national 
tobacco monopoly, There are many far-fetched 
and, exaggerated statements; but we heve 
alreaily fax exceeded the limits of our space, 
‘We may honestly close with o compliment.

HAMBURG LETTER.

ee : ’ June Wth. 
EDWARD VII. AT HAMBURG, 

I put off writing this wook until to-day in order 
to be ablo to give an account «f King Edward's 
visié to Hamburg on the 28th. inst. His 
Mujosty arrived from Kiol by train at 1155 
aun., and was received on the platform on leaving 
his carriage hy the Burgomasters and other civic 
and military dignitaries and by our - Connul- 
General.

in the English Bible, one iss English literature 
of the nineteenth century, aud one in the history 
of philosophy. Of the courses offorod by ‘the 
college some are impossible for any blind person, 


* still others are impossible for her who is deuf 


and blind, Miss Keller's werk includes no 
‘independent rescarch, uo fine urts, music, draw- 
ing. chemistry, botany, zoology, geology, istro- 
noniy, physies, or any other subject which 
involves the’ uso of. instruments und physical 
specimens, No mathemation appear in. hor 
eurticulum, although Miss Keller passed the 
admission requi romonts in algobra and geometry, 
and might, if sho liked, go fur into pure mathe- 
tnaties, Literature, history, aud philosophy she 
can pursad to still distant goals. 

The work of the normal student consists in 
listening to discourse and in reading books. 
He takes in at his‘ears the stream of informa- 
tion: that comes forth from the lips of the 
iustruetors, while his-hand is busily inseribing 
inwnotebook the main pointy of the lectnre. 
‘This stream of information came tothe deaf. 
blind student through her fingers, into which 
‘Miss Sullivan, hdy instructyess, spelt the words 
alinost ay fast as they were spoken.

THE NAVY AND CLASSICAL 
EDUCATION, 
aie 

Admiral Bridge signs a contribution in the 
Monthiy Review, from which the following 
copious extracts were made. 

In a discussion of the merits of classical 
study as port of our English system of educa- 
tion, the Navy ought not to he left out of sight; 
and also that the pructicul value of u knowledge 
of classical subjects to many navgl officers is 
great enough to justify ity inclusion in our 
scheme of officers’ training. We have got be- 
yond the times in .which it used to be necessary 
to begin a dissertation on anything relating to 
the sea-servieo with a- demonstration of the 
importance of the Navy: to the Empire and of 
the desirability of inducing the public to interest 
itself in naval matters. It is. now all but 
universally recognised—all but universally be- 
cause a passive-defence enthusiast sometimes 


| raises his voice—that the essential condition of 
j our national security is the maintenance of a 
| strong and eflicient fleet. ‘Tho true position of 
the Navy in the defensive arrangements of the 
* British Empire has come to be a vommonplace 
of everyday journalism and even of drawing- 
"room conversation. Hardly anyone now ven-

tukos- to parade-kis ignorance of the A BC of 
national defence ly ignoring or undurvaluing the 
ainval factor in it; and diseus-ions of our syatem 
of naval education may be profitably carried on 
outside purely professional circles. . . . 
1 Tho introduction of the new or Osborne system 
| was heralded by an attack on what in the Navy 
we call “z-chaaing,” ond by a vigorous demand 
that time should be taken from that pursuit and 
\dévated to the study of “ practical” scienco, 
Having ‘attended Jost month's (May , 1904) 
meeting of the Classical Association at Oxford, 
Icamo away improssed by tho ubsence of all 
desire on the part of the mombers professionally 
engaged in teaching classics to exelade from 
our schools or to undervalue what are coiled 
-selentifie subjects. I wan also impressed by 
: their desire—unanimous as far as I could see— 
to include those subjects in our scheme of 
education. Whatever arrangement is comé to, 
it must he a compromise, and a compromise in 
the best sense. Tho spirit displayed at Oxford 
ought to prevail with thoss who devise schemes 
of naval education, whatever maybe the subjects 
to be ineluded in it. The ubove-mentioned 
reaction against the undue predominance of 
“ gchasing “ is a proof of this, ; 
What is it that we require a system of train- 
ing naval officers to produce ¥ Obviously, we 
require it to produce men suited for high com- 
iid’ Any system which failk to do this is 
Teyond all question defective. We cannot 
uppeal to the resulis of our present system, 
because it has not been long enough in exis- 
tonce to enuble us fo sco its ultimute effects. 
We can, however, seo what it aims at, and can 
estimate the probability of its achieving the 
result which the country hus aright to require 
of it. . Stated briefly, the object of cur present 
system is to turn out specialists. The Navy 
itself is a special profession. It also: contains 
within its own speviality certain narrow speciali- 
ties, There ore the Gunnery Branch, the 
Navigating Branch, the Engineer Branch. ‘and 
the Torpedo Branch. ‘Till very recently the 
Engineer Branch was regarded as a persistent 
speciality ; that is to way, its members were to 
remain engineers and nothing else throughout 
their career. This las now been altered, and 
thoge who are to he trained at first for tho’ 
branch ave eventually to revert to the genoral 
hody of officers, in order that they may succeed, 
or have an equal chance of succeeding, to 
positions of command. 
_ The members of a spocialigel branch, except 
iu rare instances, only remain in that’ branch 
for ushort time, If we soy that it tukey un 
officer about twenty-four years to reach the 
rank of captain, he will huve served in his 
speciality little more than a third of that time. 
The more. brilliuntly he performs his duties 
as a Gunnery or Torpedo Lieutenant the 
shorter his services as’ ‘one is likely to “he, 
becauss the successful specialist generally 
gets promoted early. In the great «majority 
of cases promotion to the rank of com- 
mander ends tho officer's connection with 
his, specialist ranch. In the Nuvigating Branch 
and this is highly significant and worthy of 
attention —tho connuction more frequently 
lasts longer. Gunnory and torpedo work are 
purely naval, and are not essentially parts of an 
officer's @uty in his capacity as a seaman, 
Navigating work, on the other hand, is of a 
general nautical character, and efficiency in its 
performance is indispehable, to the mariner on 
the qnurter-deck, whether he belongs ‘to: the 
Royal Navy or net. There are some rensorit 
for expecting, when the new system of training 
naval engineers has beon longer in oxistence, 
that the. condition as regards the Enginoor 
Brunch. will approximate to that of the 
Nevigutiug Branch. Even then, a large propor- 
tion of officers, trained under the system will 
quit the branch for the ranks of the general 
Judy. ‘5 
As yegnards the prominent specialities — 
giuunery and torpedo—which, it ought to be 
explained, have for some years past attracted, 
and are still attracting to thenisolves the flower 
of the officers’ corps, the condition of brief con- 
nection with them is likely to endure. In other 
words, our system of naval education is so 
arranged ‘hat in the case of the most promising 
young officers it only trains them, and indeed 
only professes to train them, for the rpecial 
duties of one of several branches of their pro- 
fession. . 'Che leading principle of our system is 
thut of training. sets of specialists, the great 
mujority of whom will cease to be specialists in 
eight or nine years’ time. Tho general public 
will more readily perceive what this means if, 
for the sake of illustration, we apply the condi. 
tions to another profession ia which special isa- 
tion of branches is common. In the. medical 
profession thore are several special branches— 
, What would be thought 
of a system of medical education which divided 
tho oblest of the young students into speciulisxed 
sections in spite of the eortainty that, as soon us 
some years’ experience hatl made them adepts in 


dovoto themselves to general practices ? 

The problem which the naval educator really 
has to solve is that of keeping down specialisa- 
tion to the lowest limits compatible with 
efficiency. To extend it beyond those limits ix 
to mistake the end and object of training. The 
all but universal ubandonment of the special 
branches by - thes? deliberately ‘trained for 
dhem as soon as . enough time. has bon 
devoted to them to. render the mastery of 
them possible, is an admission of the 
insufficiency of the system. As soon as tho 
mo recapable officers reach the stage at which 
the prospect of obtaining positions of command 
comes in sight they nearly all husten to 
withdraw from the special branches. This iss 
prooi—ulthough it may not be often perceived— 
that.onr naval education scheme is too narrow ; 
that it must embraco something beyond o 
mere plan for. ‘turning. out temporary 
specialists; and that the true object of 
naval eduention, viz, the equipment of 


- 


‘their speciality, they would abandon it and | 
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officers with the culture mostlikely to fit them 
atu mature age for the exercise of high com- 
imund, must be kept in view. 

Naval specialisation is almost oxclasively 
devoted to instruction in tho handling. of 
material. It is largely occupied in ensuring 
familiority with the uso of machinos—ie, with 
things that are always worked for tho sume 
purpose in the same way. Gonoral reliance on 


machinery produces in all classes a lack of |’ 


reliance on self; and it is a matter of common 


observation that it checks readiness of resource. 
Amongst the qualities most needed ina naval 
commander are intellectual alertness 
flexibility of mind, Specialisation of training 


chiefly, if not exclusively, composed of the 


examination 6 manipulation of machinery— 
whether it be that. which moves a gun, operate, 


a torpedo, or propels a ship—is not favourable | 


to the development of the alertness or the 
flexibility. 

We must come to the conclusion that, 
however yood within its prosent limited xange: 
our naval education system is still imperfect ; 
indeed, that. without expansion it cannot pro- 
nee the result which is most desired, 


A mere knowledge of the two languages 
(Latin and Greek) or even of one of thom, is 
of practical value to naval offlcers, At the 
Oxford meeting I had on opportunity of 
alducing from my own experience an instance 
in which a sea-going navel oflicer's knowledge 
of Latin prevented the risk of a grave in. 
ternational complication. Of course ono swallow 
does not make a summer, and a single instance, 
though it may prove ‘much, does not prove 
everything ; but we may challenge the produc- 
tion of un instance showing anything like 
equivalent value of the result of any of the 
specialised branches of training. The voea- 
bulary of Latin naturally. resembles that of the 
derived. or daughter languages—the French, 
the Spanish, and the Italian. These 
are ‘the modern foreign Jangnages 
most use to English naval officors, to whom 
German is quite useless, A moderate amount 
of early instruction in Latin greatly facilitutes 
the acquisition of. uny one of the above-named 
modern tongues, Officers who attend the classes 
of strateyy and tactics at-Greenwich would not. 
have their studies lessened if they, knew son c- 
thing of the language from which the names of 
the two subjects are derived, 

T respectfully maintain that. the study of 
¢lassical history will bo found of inestimable 
value by officers appointed to command - our 
fleets, especially fleets in distant, waters, where, 
erven.in pence time, contact and communication 
with foreign and strange nations are frequent 
Tt will bo remembered’ that Muhan moxkes-

Salamis, had not secured the comman® of the 
sea, Why did the huge Persian monarchy faiy 
in the struggle with the much smaller Hellenic 
States ¥ Surely we can see the cuuso in the 
contest raging at. this: momont, the conrso of 
which a knowledge of history would have 
enabled us to predict. It may be said that 
mofern history is full of examples of grout use 
to the student of naval strategy, This may be 
granted at once ; but in modern history we have 
at best an untinished. picture. In the history 
of ancient Greece und Rome we havo a com- 
pleted record . 'Who can say if after 


Port Arthur Russiu-is to see another Sinope }- 


or another Tchesmé? We are all now alive 
to. .the significance of naval’ efficiency. 
The very term “sea-power,” which Mahan 
has made 4s familiar in our mouths 
as a household word, was used by 
historian who wrote more than fonr-hundred 
years Vefore the Christian era. It is not 
vecessury to make classical. study compulsory 
in the Navy. All that is wanted is to in- 
treduce and extend it, to hold out onecursge- 
ment to those who would take it up as 
voluntary work ; that is, to those who would be 
moat likely to turn it te goed account. It is 
worth the while of people who are old enough 
to have caught the unreasoning mania of fiye- 
and-twenty years ago for what Professor G. 
Rameay calls “facile and shoddy course” to 
hook around them and see what js hoing done in 
other countries. . The example of Germany is 
being perpetually forced upon our attention. 
Well, Germany seems to be more devoted to 
cluss‘cal study than any country in tlc world. 
The Americans are justly regarded as an up-to- 
date people; and amongst them classical educa- 
tion has extended within the last few years at a 
rate of which there is no previous example, 
Tho latter is a highly impressive fact! a fact of 
which we should do well to take serious note— 
Crrnisn A. G. Brrpee.

bhakespeare. : 
-Ersinore, Zealand, September 16, 1577. 

One of the most startling tragedies recorded 
in history has just -beon unearthed in the most 
exclusive social circles. in Copenhagen. Wore 
it not for the dead bodies of a king, a queon atid 
a prince that are now lying on cold stone slabs in 
tho city morgue one would scarcely believe one's 
eyes and ears.

‘and a prince of the realm gone mad to death 
through an over-worked nervous disposition.

It 
seema that during his freshman year at 
Wittenberg he hud: received-an injury in the 
head during a football game with Heidelberg, 
and this, together with the mental strain under 
which he laboured, wnobalanced his mind, As & 
matter of fact, had he heen else but prince ho 


would have been sent to an asylum almost from. 


tho beginning. 

It is a well-known and scientific fact that o 
madman at times is more cunning than a 
Pinkerton detective, and that, no donbt, accounts 
for Hamlet's ability to skilfully pull the wool 
over the psendo-king’s eyes, He repeatedly laid 
traps for the disreputable uncle who occupied 
the Danish throne, and whenever ho caught him 
napping he coniided to his college chum, Horatio, 
that the whole scheme had been planned by the 
ghost of his father, and as both boys belonged 
to the same Greek letter fraternity Horatio 
didn’t dare to give him away. : 

. WOMAN IN IT. 

As o matter of strict fact and confidence, u 
Timea roporter was told this morning that 
Hemlet lad an oxcellont chance of making good 
his brain-crazed achemes but for his some- 
what amorous attentions to Ophelia, daughter 
of Polonius, private secretary to the king. As 
a general thing, Hamlet was a gentleman, but 


one day after his brain had turned he rushed | 


into Ophelis's private apartments in the castle, 
with his outing suitsomowhat disarranged, and 
ho said things. to her that wore hoth unseemly 
and unkind. Womanliko, Ophelix gave the 
deal away. Thut put the king wise, of course, 
and froth thon on there.was nothing doing for 
Hamlet. :
